Norfolk Coonty’i Hone for the Aged. 

The annual report of the work being 
done at the King’s Daughters' llotne for 
the aged at Condvllle, has Just been pub- 
lished. At a circle meeting held In Read- 
vllle, In 1897, Mrs. Amelia Jennlson gave 
the tlrst dollar toward such a needed home, 
and at the next County convention of the 
Clng's Daughters, held In Needham, 1807, 
two committees were chosen to see what 
could he done. On April 5th, 1839, a cor- 
poration was formed under the name of 
“The King’s Daughters' aud Sons’ home 
for the Aged In Norfolk County, Massa- 
chusetts," and on April 21st, 1900, Mr. 
Virgil 8. l’ond of Foxboro, presented Ills 
old homestead at Pondvllle to the corpo- 
ration for their use, the same to be ctdled 
“The l’ond Home." On June 3rd, 1902, 
the Home was dedicated, Dr. Edward Ev- 
erett Hale being the chief speaker. Since 
that time, 28 worthy, aged, homeless peo- 
ple have found there welcome, rest, kind- 
ness and care, 12 of whom have passed on 
to the Home above. There are now lf> in 
the home, and over 30 on the waiting list. 
There are no paid ofllcers. Only the sup- 
cilntendenl in the home, anil her helpers, 
receive any compensation for their ser- 
vices. The responsibility of carrying on 
tlte work rests on a Board of 15 Trustees 
cho«en front the different towns in tlte 
county, and at no time has there ever been 
a dollar of indebtedness that was not 
promptly met. Over 840,000. has been 
contributed by n generous public, 818,000 
of which Is now in an endowment fund, 
$1000. Is in 'he maintenance fund, and the 
rest has been used In repairing, enlarging 
and supporting the home. The work Is 
no longer an experiment. The endow- 
ment fund should consist of about 
8100,000. to place the home on a perma- 
nent foundation, and this would soou be 
raised If only a few wealthy Norfolk 
County people would get in touch with 
the interesting family gathered there, and 
when making their contributions and be- 
quests remember this home. Visitors 
are always welcome.

church Over forty persons were bap- 
tized by Mr. Smith while In Weymouth. 
Sluce his going from Wgymonth he or- 
ganized the Bridgewater church, of 
which, ns also that of West Bridgewater, 
he was pastor nearly twelve years. Over 
a year ago he resigned Ills pastorate at 
Mcrrimac and removed to Roxbury that 
he might the better educate his children, 
and was doing supply work at the time 
of his death.

Superstitions folk- t'.ml their belief It. 
omens strengthened by an Incident 
which occurred at the wedding of tin* 
Empress Eugenic of France many 
years ago. After the ceremony the etn 
I*’ for and Ills bride entered the couch, 
that was surmounted by an Imperial 
crown nnd gilded nnd adorned with 
pulntlngs. This coach had been built 
for the wedding of Napoleon I. and 
Marie F.oulse a number of decades be- 
fore.

DENTISTRY FOR TREES. 


All Cavities Should Be Treated a* Soon 
as They Appear, 

Whether li Is it shade or fruit tree n 
little Judicious treatment of a cavity 
will often save the tree for many 
years of usefulness. Whether It be a 
branch or the main trunk the treat- 
ment will be the same. First nil de- 
cayed or apparently decaying or dis- 
eased wood should he removed with a 
sharp chisel or knife until perfectly 
sound heart wood is exposed Immedi- 
ately wash the wound with a solution 
of copper sulphate In the proportion of 
one pound of sulphate to five gallons 
of water 

As soon as this has been done till the 
cavity with a thin mortar made by 
mixing one part of cement with three 
parts of clean sand. When It has be- 
come stiff, hut not hard, face It on the 
outside with thin cement, using a 
trowel to smooth the cement over all 
parts that have become Injured. If a 
cavity or split should occur near a fork 
of the tree It would he un additional 
safeguard to put n long bolt through 
both brunches so ns to bold them to- 
gether. When the cement burdens In 
a cavity the trunk will be perfectly 
solid, and decay will be arrested.— 
Farm and Fireside. 


Ancient Game of Football. 

Football Is probably the oldest of 
j England’s national games. At Derby 
a game of football was played as early 
as the* third century In eommcmor.i- 
i tlon of victory over the Roman logl at 
fat Chester. The llrst football used In 
the animal game still played each 
Easter— Is said to have been the head 
of a Danish Invader. In the Isle of 
I’nrbock. too. Hu* free quarrynien from 
time Immemorial have perpetuated 
their claim to a grant of land by kick- 
ing a football across It. Iu the four- 
teenth century tin* game was so popu- 
lar as to call forth an edict forbidding 
It. on the ground that it Interfered with 
tin* practice of more martial exercises. 
In later times Shakespeare referred 
ronfemitliiotisl.v to the game, hut per- 
haps few would hi* able to turn up 
readily tin* passage In "King I, ear" de- 
scribing "a base football player."— Lon- 
don Standard.

Could wo restore for half an hour the 
dinner table of old France and obtain 
half a dozen Instantaneous photo- 
graphs of a royal banquet at any era 
between the reigns of Francis I. and 
Louis Quutorze aucb a “cataract ot 
laughter” would be beard as might 
disturb tbe serenity of Louis In para- 
dise. Tbe duchess, ber napkin tied se- 
curely round ber neck, would be seen 
mumbling a bone, another fair crea- 
ture scouring her plate with her bread, 
a gallant courtier using bis doublet oi 
tbe tablecloth as a towel for bis Un- 
gers and two footuieu bolding a yard 
of damask under u lady's chin while 
she emptied ber goblet at u draft. Dur- 
ing a feast of inordinate length it wus 
sometimes necessury to substitute a 
clean cloth for the one which the care- 
lessness or bad manners of tbe guests 
had reduced to a deplorable condition.

Chinese Porcelain. 

The Chinese have a national art In 
the production of porcelain. Not until 
the time of I ’a Ussy and Wedgwood can 
Europe bo said to have entered Into 
rivalry with the best works of China. 
But an enormous difference separates 
the work of China and Europe. Clii 
nese work in porcelain represents 
Ideals, symbolic usages nnd perhaps 
allegories, which have their counter 
part in the medieval stained gl iss to 
be seen In many of the oldest cntlie 
drals. While these are religious and 
attempt to emliody In colors on a (tat 
ground regnrdlesa of light and shade, 
but In aymliolic colors, incidents in the 
lives of real personages or symbolic 
conventions associated with religious 
ceremonies or Ideas, Chinese decora- 
tive urt appeals to a sense of beauty In 
a manner that would have been appre- 
ciated by the ancient Greeks.

One of Nature's Many Methods of 
Thinning Her Forests. 

Nature has many ways of thinning 
and pruning and trimming her forests 
—lightning strokes, heavy snows and 
storm Winds to shatter and blow down 
whole trees here and there or break off 
branches as reipiired. The results of 
these methods I have observed in dif- 
ferent forests, but only once have l 
seen pruning by rain. 

The rain froze on the trees as It fell 
and grew so thick and heavy that 
many of them lost a third or more of 
their branches. The view or the 
woods ufter the storm had passed and 
the sun shone forth was something 
never to be forgotten. Every twig 
and branch and rugged trunk was en- 
cased In pure crystal ice, uud each oak 
and hickory und willow became a fntry 
crystal palnce. Such dazzling bril- 
liance. such effects of white light and 
irlsed light, glowing and flashing. 1 
had never seen, nor huve 1 since. 

This sudden change of the lenfless 
woods to glowing silver was. like the 
great aurora, spoken of for years und 
Is one of the most beauUful of the 
many pictures that enrich my life. 
And besides the great shows tbero 
were thousands of others, even in the 
coldest weather, manifesting the ut- 
most fineness and tenderness of beau- 
ty and affording noble compensation for 
hardship und pain.— Atlantic Monthly 

Red as a Cure. 

In England, says the London Globe, 
apothecaries for many years were linn 
believers in the efficacy of the color 
red as a combatant of disease. Pa- 
tients. especially those suffering from 
rheumatism, were frequently wrapped 
in red hlnnkets and dressed in red 
clothes. “Let your nightcap he of 
scarlet." recommended Andrew Bor- 
den In his discourse on sleep, "mid 
petycote of scarlet also." while a 
physician In the sixteenth century ad 
vised that the face be wnsbed once a 
week and then wiped with u red cloth 
Upon this latter Item of the prescrip- 
tion great stress was laid— no doubt 
the color oi the cloth wus Intended to 
act ns uu antidote against the chill of 
bucIi frequent ablutions. 


Grtau a Cause of Diaaaee. 

Grease in a sink is a very prolific 
cause of disease. It cannot but accu- 
mulate from dishes and utensils, and 
when small bits of vegetable matter 
adhere to It a shelter Is given to mis- 
chievous bacteria. Besides, grease 
will clog the drain and become a men- 
ace and an Inconvenience. The surest 
and simplest cleansing agent Is a 
strong solution of washing soda uiul 
boiling water The sink should Urst 
be scrubbed with soapsuds and the 
hot solution then dashed down the 
drain.

tlons to the very end. 

The flippers nre thick and tipped 
with heavy clnwn. There Is n tall 
about one foot nnd a half long. sepn- 
mted horizontally In two divisions 
This tall acts ns n propeller, to resist 
the Inigo creature when he comes In 
through the breakers. He lwl«ts his 
back flippers nnd tall so ns to catch 
the full sweep of the waves, nnd then 
allows hlmsetf to he washed up on the 
bench. 

Coarse, bristly hnlr prows sparsely 
from the bnck along the body, nnd n 
tough protecting crust of flesh reaches 
Uke n shield from the lower Jnw down 
over the chest nnd round to the bnck 
Of the neck. This biblike nffalr Is 
nature's provision for protection In 
time of bnttle. The mnle tights vi- 
ciously In the mating season, nnd the 
chest protector prevents much loss of 
Ufa 

Fen elephants live on vnrlous kinds 
of small fish nnd use the trunk to 
aelze them with.

This effectually pro- 
tected the eggs from being broken 
while handling.

“smnll" oysters for dinner. This or- 
der caused itie to wonder n little, for I 
knew that there would he seven to 
dine, besides the servnnts. hut when 
the oysters arrived all wns explained, 
for one weighed four and n half 
pounds, nnd the other five pounds. On 
Inquiry I wns Informed that some of 
the oysters on the northern side of 
Korea weigh ns much ns ten pounds.—

A SARTORIAL NIGHTMARE. 


Th* "College Toga” Sported by Har- 
vard Student* In 1836. 

The old time “college toga" worn by 
tile Harvard students Imck lit 18.3(1 was 
mi urn using Hurtorlnl creation, or may 
be It would more properly be class! 
fled as the result of the dressinufeer's 
art Of course, no one now living 
remembers It. hut the ancient “toga' 
Is described In the annals of the col- 
lege, and the present Oxford cap and 
gown are very simple and sober things 
tn comparison. 

As described by a writer whose 
curiosity bad been aroused by stories 
concerning the gay festive “college 
toga." even the togas worn by the old 
Roman senators were negligible quan- 
tities. In 18.3(1. when Harvard cele 
brated Iter two hundredth anniversary, 
tills fanciful summer garment was 
much In vogue, and for at least two 
seasons It was In high fashion with the 
undergraduates. 

It was made of gingham and of a 
color and pattern to suit the taste of 
the wearer. It was a loose fitting gar- 
ment reaching to the knees, was gath 
ered at the neck and also at the waist, 
behind. It had a turned over collar, a 
small cape rounded In front anti a belt 
of the material of the dress. The 
sleeves were either hooked or buttoned 
at the wrist. It was trimmed with a 
long tasseled white fringe. Tile accom- 
paniments of tills dress were n low 
crowned, broad brimmed straw hat. 
secured by a broad ribbon under the 
chin; trousers and silk or thread gloves 
of a color In harmony with that of the 
toga, and usually a heavy cane. 

It Is not known to whom the distinc- 
tion belongs of having first conceived 
the "college toga.” Like Jupiter, if 
came Into being complete In Its match 
less grace and adornments. It tins 
probably due to the crentlvo genius 
ami skillful fingers of “Ma'am” Dana, 
flit* college tailoress of that day. who 
was probably the sole manufacturer 
of tin- strange garment 

This estimable woman presided over 
a bevy of sewing girls, always care 
fully curtained front the public gaze, 
iu the lower story of a small wooden 
building opposite Wadsworth house, at 
that time tilt- official residence of Pres! 
dent Quincy.- Exchange.

DUTCH BELTED CATTLE. 

Once Nearly Exterminated. They Are 
Low Bred by the Nomlity. 

Dutch netted entile originated In 
Holland several hundred years ago. 
At tin* time of the great Holland wars 
they were nearly exleini lulled by the 
Invading armies, and the few that re 
multtcd became the property of the m>- 
billty. who have bred them pure ever 
sir. e. lint do not willingly part xvl’Jt 
them They are known in Holland a- 
\ i ... la rgers. which inline no mis x>i.,, 
pod arm:: d with a sheet 
In on er they are black, with n I :i"d 
of pure u lot,* entirely mound the body 
They may also have white fore feet, 
white hind fi*ct and legs up to the 
gambrels and a white switch. The 
"belt" varies In width. On some It Is 
but a few Inches wide. Oil others It 
reaches back on the hips and forward 
on the shoulders. I’suully It covers the 
body from Just In front of the lilps 
nearly to the shoulders 
They have the prominent eyes, thin 
neck, silky hair, soft skin, elevated 
flanks, broad lilps. long, slim tails, 
shapely, well placed udders, prominent 
milk veins and so called milk form, 
which make up the dairy type of cow 
They are very tunic and docile, hardy 
and vigorous.— G. G. Gibbs lu Ameri- 
can Cultivator. 

STOPPING THE EARTH. 

It Would Generate Heat Enough to 
Turn Our Globe to Vapor. 

Tin* stopping of a projectile nlwn.vs 
results tn the generation of bent. The 
velocity anil weight of a projectile l»e- 
ing known tin* amount of heat devel- 
oped by Its stoppage can he calculated 
In the case of large bodies moving 
rapidly the result of the calculation is 
something astounding. 

For example, tin* earth weighs <1,000.- 
OOO.OUO.UUU Ions and travels In Its or- 
bit at the rate of over eighteen miles 
a second. Should It strike a target 
strong enough to slop Its motion the 
heat developed by the shock would be 
sufficient not merely to fuse the earth, 
but also to reduce a large portion of It 
to vapor. It lias been calculated that 
the amount of heat generated by a col- 
lision so colossal would equal that oli 
tallied from the burning of fourteen 
globes of coal each equal to tbo earth 
iu size. 

And should the earth after Its stop- 
page fall into the sun. as it certainly 
would do. tlie amount of heat that 
would be developed by Its impact on 
tbe sun would Lie equal to that gener- 
ated by the combustion of 5.000 earths 
of solid carbon. 

Two Waterloos. 

It is a very curious fact that a good 
many people do not know that two 
battles were fought at Waterloo. Both 
of these were fought against the 
French, the first under the command 
of the Duke of Marlborough on Aug. 
17, 1705, who on tills date actually oc- 
cupied the same ground as the Duke of 
Wellington did a little more than a 
century later, .Mine 17. 1815, the only 
difference being that tlie former was 
marching on Brussels and tin* latter 
was marching from Brussels. In the 
first battle the French were defending 
Brussels. They marched out to meet 
Marlborough, but owing to the slack- 
ness on tlu* part of Sclilangeubiirg. the 
Dutch general, who was lighting with 
li i in. It was not a success, .Marlborough 
only taking a few of the French troops 
as prisoners. The following <>ne. fought 
against Napoleon by Wellington, proved 
to be one of the greatest victories ever 
recorded in the immils of England.

Tile calcula- 
tions show that on this elongated 
course our sun must travel 400.000, (KM) 
years before completing a revolution 
anil that it passed near the center less 
than a million, perhaps not more than 
300.000, years ago and is now on (ho 
outward stretch.

Read this column and you can have 
it delivered at your house with 
something new every week for a 
full year by tending $2.00 to this 
office now. 

Brush and comb won’t hurt the cow 

Lack of pure water often accounts for 
lack of eggs. 

Fix up your farm if you want to sell It 
—and If you don’t. 

Don't expect your horses to relish their 
feed, unless the mangers are clean. 

Prepare young trees for the winter’s 
storms by supporting them by slakes, 
after properly trimming them. 

There is some evidence that moldy silage 
is unwholesome and even dangerous to 
stock, especially to horses. 

Don't give your horses patent nmliciue 
that you know nothing about, especially 
colic remedies. 

The Pekin duck is without doubt the 
most popular duck for market breeding 
iliat we have. Its only rivals are the 
Aylesbury and U nion, but it still main- 
tains un easy lead of both. 

Manure is the farmers’ savings bank, 
ami if more of them would have Inige 
heaps of it every spring to spread upon 
their lands, instead of money at int. rest, 
they would prosper better in the end. 

Shelter is cheaper thau fodder, and for 
cattle exposed to cultiiiiz winds it requires 
at least one-third more food to keep up 
Hie same condition in llesh as under com- 
fortable protection. 

Hen manure is one of t he best fcilili- 


zers known for small fruits. The indus- 
try of cultivating strawberries is one t hat 
every farmer could give his attention to 
profitably without any interference with 
his regular farm work. 

It is best to plant grape vines at least 
ten feet apart in the home garden aud to 
cover the roots with six inches of soil, 
well trampled down. At planting time 
Ilia vines should be cut back to three or 
four buds; and pruning will be needed 
every winter, before warm weather starts 
the sap flowing. 

In feeding dairy cows for high milk 
production, have regard to the pala- 
tabllity of the feed funtshed. The 
cow will eat more and give more returns 
for the amount consumed if she relishes 
her food. Appetite is stimulated and di- 
gestion aided. A mixture of ground dry 
graiu with the green feeds and silage 
makes the ration more palatable as well 
as more nutritious. 

An oblong square, as long again as w lde, 
is the most proflable shape for a garden, 
as the rows are equally long and less time 
is takeu up in turning the horse. The 
si/.<* of the same should lie in proportii n 
to the number of the family, bearing in 
miud t he fact t hat one-fourth of an acre 
well manured and cultivated, will pro- 
duce more and better vegetables than a 
whole acre not so well attended to. 

The growing of clover in crop rotation 
with the utllzation of barnyard manure 
on the soil, lias been at the foundation of 
progressive agriculture in all countries 
during historic times. Many of the farms 
in European countries and in our own 
country would have long ago become de- 
plete I in fertility and barren but for the 
reviving effects of this crop. 

The successful feeder must early learu 
that feeds count for most with young 
animals. Their food supply must he 
, varied and unstinted. A bushel of grain 
with a calf, pig, colt or lamb under a year 


old wlli make almost twice as much flesh 
as w Ith the same animals at 2 years of 
-age. It is natural for young animals to 
lie fat if they are abundantly nourished, 
and the wise feeder will make all of Ida 
young animals fat a. id never allow them 
to lose an ounce of it. This means that J 
they shall be fed a variety of absolutely 
all they will consume, w inter atul summer, 1 
od pasture or ot) pasture. 

Clover is grown as a feed, seed and f< - , 
rage crop and as a soil fertilizer and ro- 
juveuator. As cured hay or as green pas- 
ture forage, it stands at the head of 
Americau feed crops in actual food value, 
being relatively richer In protein and mi- - 
era! matter titan any of the other comm m 
Held crops, with the exception of alfalfa 
and some of the other legumes, to which 
class it belongs. The seed value of the 
crop is relatively large. A yield of tw - 
good crops of red clover Is secured in on- 
year, and in some cases three crops. I 
almost all cases the third crop or grow t: 
for the season affords valuable pastnraio 
for several weeks or months In late sea- 
son. 

To intelligently feed fruit trees, it 
should be ascertained what the soil is 
capable of doing for them. If assistance 
la required, It must be given. A soli may 
be deficient in potash, or in phosphoric 
acid, or in nitrogen. If the trees are 
making quick growth, and the foliage has 
a deep green color, and the wood matures, 
it is evidence that nothing further need 
be douc. Rut if thera is a sluggish 
growth aud the foliaue turns yellowish, 
t.iie trees are not receiving sufficient food. 
In case the soil is not mellow and friable 
it should be made so. A lumpy, coarse 
soil can be improved by growing some 
cover crop, as cowpi-as, or rye, or by the 
use of barnyard manures, which should 
be plowed under in spring.

We are asked what became of the move- 
ment of twenty years ago, as published iu 
our issue of last w eek, to divide tin* town 


In reply we would say that for a while 
there was a strong movement to make a 
separate town of Wauls One aud Two. 

A bill was drawn and presented to the 
legislature for that purpose, the legisla- 
tive committee on Towns visited Wey- 
mouth to view the situation and there 
were several hearings at the State House 
on the petition aud it was defeated. 

That however was not the only move- 
ment ever made for a division. In the 
early days church and state were one and 
the town supported the oly church in it, 
the Old North, so called. This continued 
for nearly a hundred years but as time 
went on and the town grew, the condi- 
tions demanded a change, hence a move- 
ment to divide the town which culminated, 
not iu a division hut in forming the town 
into two parishes called the North and 
South and the dividing line made what is 
now Wards 1, 2 and 3 the North parish, 
and Wards 4 and . r > the South parish. 
Since then there have been other efforts 
At a division but the one which catne Dear- 
est iu tlivi-ion was in the early part ot 
the last century, at that time dividing lines 
were made and the legislature in both 
branches accepted the act which was 
passed and engrossed but the town sul>- 
setpienily reconsidered its action and as 
nothing was further done thedivison was 
dropped.

T HAT little verse, paraphrased 
from one familiar to soldiera. 
Just n I tout sums up the real 
Christmas sentiment existing 
Huong people eonneetetl with the the- 
atrical business. No, that doesn’t 
mean that the actor, the manager and 
the advance agent do not appreciate 
the giving and revolt ing of presents 
from their friends. Hut It does mean 
that people connected with the stage 
have come to look upon the Christmas 
time ns a season of short pay and hard 
work. 

It Isn't generally known, but It Is 
none tlie lc<s true, that most netors 
have a elatise in their contracts which 
calls for half pay the week before 
Christmas. This clause was inserted 
In the days when the Week before 
Christmas really was a “tough" one in 
the theatrical business. Hut nowadays 
there are many productions which 
pack the theaters to the doors the we< U 
before Christmas as well as any other 
week In the year. Nevertheless some 
of the managers live up to that con- 
tract and deduct the half week’s pay. 
That is one reason why actors aren’t 
particularly merry at Christmas. 

There are other managers who 
make a practice of laying off their 
companies the week before Christmas 
and some of them ten days or two 
weeks before. In that cnse there Is 
no salary at nil forthcoming. That, 
probably. Is another reason why the 
average actor cannot understand why 
Christmas Is an occasion to be unduly 
Joyful. 

It was only last year that some of 
the managers came to the conclusion 
that stage people, like other human be 
lugs, might like to spend some part of 
the Chrlstmns holiday with their 
friends and relatives. Up to that year 
It had been the custom of all man- 
agers to give a special matinee on 
Christmas day. That meant, of course, 
that about all the actor hnd to do on 
this festive occasion was to rush to 
the theater ulmost ns soon ns he had 
acquired his regular amount of sleep, 
give an afternoon performance and 
then, If fortunate enough to have 
friends or relatives living In the city, 
to hurry through his Christmas dinner 
with them or leave before It was half 
over to go back to the theater to play 
the evening performance. 

But a few of the managers changed 
that last year by omitting the Christ- 
mas matinee nnd giving it on the day 
following. There were other mnnngers, 
however, who not only gave the Christ- 
mas matinee, but acted on the sugges- 
tion of their more charitable competi- 
tors and gave the matinee the day uft- 
er too. However, tills omission of the

theaters in New York city. 

On the road it is different. The al- 
ters have to work just us hard as they 
' ever did. and opposition from local 
managers will probably prevent the 
elimination of the Christmas matinee 
outside of New York. 

With some companies Christmus is 
not the disagreeable occasion that It 
Is with others. One or two owners 
muke it a practice to Instruct the man- 
ager with the company to have a 
Christmas dinner prepared at the ex- 
pense of the show. Sometimes a cater- 
er is called In. and the dinner is served 
on the stage betweiSi the matinee and 
the evening performance. In that event 
the dinner usually proves prolific of 
material for the house press agent, and 
the affair is duly recorded in the dally 
papers. Sometimes it Is served on the 
Ntige after the evening performance. 
Other times arrangements are made at 
. some hotel. 

It was one of these after the jier- 
foruiuuee affairs that cauie pretty near 
potting a traveling stock company out 
o| business in a town out iu lows last 
Christmas. This theater, by the wsy.

PIECES OF SILVER. 

Thsy Supplanted Cacao Beans as ths 
First American Currency. 

Before Mexico was Invaded by the 
Bpuuinrds i-olns were unknown there, 
the natives using in place of money 
the smallest cut-no beans, reserving 
those of larger size and better quality 
for the manufacture of a liquor to 
which they were uddieted. 

About fourteen yeurs after the con 
quest- that Is to suy, about 1535— Cus- 
tllluu coins began to make their ap- 
pearance In Mexico. As they arrived 
only In very small quantities, they 
were Insufficient for the needs of trade. 
It was then t tin t the viceroy ordered 
the manufacture in the City of Mexico 
of small pieces of silver of a certain 
weight 

These pieces Were not stumped with 
any coinage mark, and their value was 
determined entirely hy their weight 
Flout ttu-m was derived the name 
"peso ' 

These pieces of silver remained Iu 
circulation a number of years, and 
pieces of gold and of copper were also 
added In time. Soon, however. It was 
found tliut this sort of circulating me- 
dium made fraud easy, aud the Span 
lsb government established three mints, 
granting them a perpetual existence 
for America 

The colnnge of money In tbe City of 
Mexico was actuully begun during the 
reign of Viceroy Antonio de Mendoza, 
who established a mint In buildings 
belonging to tbe Marquis did Valle 
Here It remained only a short period, 
being transferred first to the council 
building aud luter to the vtceroynl pul 
ace. 

During all this time ttie coinage was 
of a considerable amount and the facil- 
ities for the establishment were not 
sufficient to meet the demauds made 
upon it for coins, for which reason fre 
quent demands for minting apparatus 
are found In the records In the year 
1778 the mint was established in the 
A part ado building and Luis continued 
since tlicii In ttie street of that name. 
Front the declaration of indep'-u deuce 
until the year 1847 the mint wus rented 
out to contractora.-Kew York Burn

I never felt so much doubt as to my 
being fitted for detective work as once 
when I was fooled by an old woman 
crook whom I knew to he guilty ot 
what I was trying to prove on Iter 
My chief told me one day that a num 
her of banknotes luul been stolen from 
a cashier's drawer, and he wanted me 
to get on to the thief.

It Was Slow and Painful and Over 
Arctic Ice Fields. 

PLIGHT OF TWO EXPLORERS.

Thair Fight Againat Daath by Starva- 
tion and tha Vision* That Wtr* Con- 
jurad Up by tha Tortura of tha Mad- 
danmg Panga of Hungar. 

The terrible phnntom thut hnunts 
every trnveier In the desert Is the pos- 
sibility Unit be will not And water. 
The arctic explorer rarely suffers from 
thirst, but another danger, equally 
terrible and menacing, la ulways on tils 
trail starvation. 

In "Lost In the Arctic” Captain 
KJtiur Mikkelsen. the explorer who. 
after having been given up Tot dead 
for over two yeurs, was picked up In 
emit Greenland by a sailing vessel, 
gives h graphic accouut of his race 
against hunger. Their sledge dogs 
dead, their outfits uiMnduncd, every 
morsel of food tong alnoe devoured, 
the only hope of Mikkelsen and his 
companion was to tench 17 Kilometer 
Nnet«seL where, on the rail trip, they 
had left a few tins of food 
"Every two hours we make a short 
halt, tail the rest Is spoiled by the 
thought of the uncomfortable quarter 
of an boar that awatta us when we 1 
start and try to get our stiffened mus- 
cles Into working order again. Our 
feet especially are very painful; the 
snkles are swollen and horribly tender. 

"The pangs of hunger Increase every 
minute. For my own part 1 can 
tblnk of nothing but food. At first my 
thoughts dwell npon all sorts of dishes, 
but gradually they concentrate them- 
selves upon as ndw lobes— Danish sand- 
wiches. In particular my funcy turns 
upon the food that I have seen given 
away to beggars, and 1 grow furious 
at the thought of the contempt with 
which these gentry often regard such 
gifts. 

"Orsdually the thought takes posses- 
sion of me that i atn walking In the 
streets of Copenhagen, eagerly on the 
lookout for sandwiches. Suddenly I 
spy what I am seeking, a little white 
object lying to the right of me. I turn 
to pick tt up, but as I stop my foot 
strikes against a stone. The shock 
brings me hack to stern reality. I 
take in my belt and stagger on again. 

"Iversen Is In no better case. I notice 
that he frequently stops and peers 
through the fleldglass at something on 
ahead; then be lets the glnss fnll ngaln, 
with n shake of the head. Once or 
twice I ask what he Is looking at. but 
the answer ts always the same— he 
thought he hud discovered a cose of 
provisions, hut It turned out to be a 
rock. 

"According to our reckoning, we 
ought to reach 17 Kilometer Nnesset 
by about (1 In the evening. We keep a 
shan> lookout for the point and sight 
something nbout 4 o'clock that looks 
like It. Once more, however, we are 
doomed to disappointment- It Is not 
the point 

“We puss ninny old camping places, 
relics of the Denmark expedition; but, 
although we search long and carefully 
among the old tins for any remains of 
food, we find nothing In the gather- 
ing darkness every point we approach 
seems to ns the one we seek. Encour- 
nged by the thought of food, we re- 
double our efforts But when we get 
close enough to sec that It Is not the 
point our flickering flame of energy 
dies down, and we stagger sullenly 
along with l*owed bonds 
"We have no longer any Idea of our 
whereabouts, and It Is Indescribably 
uncanny to see time after time the 
same headland with the two small hil- 
locks at Its foot, the ghost of 17 Kilo- 
meter Naesset. About 10 o’clock, half 
mad with hunger and exhaustion, we 
give It up and. creeping as close to- 
gether as possible, try to sleep Rut 
the pain In Iverson’s leg Is so great 
that he cannot sleep, and be ts half out 
of his mind He wakes me at mid 
night Hnd begs me to go on 
“It Is bitterly cold, and the wind baa 
shifted so that It Is blowing In our 
faces Staggering unsteadily and feel 
Ing our way with our sticks, off we go 
Into the darkness. 

"Finally, after another long march, 
we sight a point tbnt resembles 17 
Kilometer Naesset. and this time It Is 
no trick of the Imagination. The race 
Is won, fot nt the point we find fuel 
md tins of soup aud peas "
